If when he covereth the ew the wind blow 
ont of the South, then commonly he begetteth a 
ſhe-lamb : but if it blow out of the North, an he- 
lamb. Alſs know that ews by drinking of water 
conceive the ſooner : for which cauſe bag fheep- 
herds uſe to give them ſalt to eat, both that they 
nay drink the more freely, and be the better in 
bealth. 

Note alſo that when the old rams in their time 


to cover the ews, be ſooner moved thereto then 


the young rams , it doth then ſignifie a good ſea- 
ſon and proſperons yeare for ſheep : But if at the 
proper time to cover the ew, the young rams be 
ſooner provoked thereto then the old rams, then 
there is like to follow a great rot and mugain of 
ſheep. The way (ſay ſome) to cure them that they 


Ge not, is to take the belly of a ram and feeth ir 
Ih wine and warer rogerher, which after mix with 


water, and give the ſame generally to all the ſheep 
tO drink, and by ſo doipg they (ball be cured. : 
When 
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When you ſhear them, if you would thar theie 
Aceces ſhould grow apain thick and faſt, let the

arc every day ready to looſe their wool: for it is 
belt to clip them when the moon decreaſeth.

Ake a graft and bow it ſo as both ends may 


meet: cut both theſe ends praff-wiſe, and fo 
faſten them into the ſtock. And if it grow ſo with 
the tree, cut away the great end, and let the ſmal. 
er end grow: ſo ſhall che fruit be without core. 


How to make a tree bear red apples. 


FT: you would that your apples ſhould be red,take 
a praff of an apple-tree, and graft it in a ſtock of 
elm or elder,and it ſhall bear red apples. Alfo yon 
may bore an hole in an apple-tree cothe pith, and 
put into the hole water of what colour you will: 
then ſtopup the hole with a pin made of the woed 
of the ſame tree : So ſhall the apple be cf the 
ſame colour with the liquour, which you put and 
ſtopped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſweet fruit. 


F yon have a fruit-tree that is ſowre, and would 

that it ſhould bear !weet fruit, you muſt dig the 
root round about and dung it with pigs dung ; ſo 
ſhall the fruit be ſweet : eſpecially if you take a 
piercer, and therewith make an hole in the tree to 
the pich, and into the hole pat water tempred with 
hony, ſtopping the bole again with a pin of the 
lame tree,

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How to make vines grow on chet- 
ry-trees, 


F you would that a vine ſhould grow on a cher- 

rie-rree, and have the ta(t of cherries, ſet a vine 
by a cherry-tree till ic grow: and in the bepinning 
of Febrxary make an hole through the cherry-tree 
in what place you think belt : then draw through 
the hole a brancb of the vine, ſo that it fill the hole, 
ſhaving away firſt as much of the old bark of the 
vine as ſhall be in the hole; chat is, as much as ex- 
tends to the thickneſs of your cherry-tree. This 
done,you ſhall wrap it well about with good earth, 
and bind it well with a little cloth, and order it in 
all things asin other graffings, remembring to cut 
away the vine from the cherry-tree at the root- end 
thereof, either then whea you firſt draw it in, or 
( which is beſt) a year after.
